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REPORT. 



To the Honorable Court of Common Council : 

Gentlemen :— The Board of Park Commissioners has the 
honor to submit herewith the Thirty- ninth Annual Report for 
the year ending April 30, 1899. It includes an account of the 
work done in the different parks durmg the twelve months, the 
financial report, the condition of the permanent funds, outlines of 
plans for improvements, and such general information and 
recommendations as may be of interest to the members of the 
Council. 

PERSONNEL. 

The Board remains the same as last year. The term ' of 
Commissioner William DeLoss Love expired April 16, 1899 He 
was re-elected a member for ten years. Judge Sherman W. 
Adams, Secretary and former President, died October 19, 1898. 
It was voted at a meeting of the Board November 7, 1898, that 
the Rev. Francis Goodwin and Dr. Gurdon W. Russell should 
draw up a suitable resolution to Judge Adams, to be entered on 
the records of the Park Commission. The minute is as follows : 

The Board of Park Commissioners desires to express its hi^h 
appreciation of the late Sherman W. Adams, who for many years 
was the active member of the Board, and attended to its business 
most faithfully and intelligently. With him it was truly "a labOr 
of love," and accorded well with his strict ideas of business arid 
his fine taste for landscape gardening. He was well acquainted 
with the various branches of natural history, and could converse 
pleasantly and familiarly upon the various subjects which inter- 
ested him or were brought to his notice by others. The devel- 
opments which were made in Bushnell Park were largely due to 
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his prax^tical and persistent industry. No one connected with 
the Board ever gave, probably, so much thought, or labor, or 
minute attention to its duties, as Judge Adams ; he was as care- 
ful of its interests as if it had been his own. 

When the enlarged system of parks for Hartford was estab- 
lished, he may have felt that he should have been connected with 
it; but his increasing feebleness from disease did not warrant 
this, and his own judgment confirmed the decision. His years 
were growing fewer in number, and his personal condition did not 
warrant any active labor. 

He was a most lovable and uncomplaining man ; slow of speech 
and motion naturally, but of good perception, sound judgment, 
and of a temper which seemed never to be irritated. He was 
never malicious, and desired to speak pleasantly of actions and of 
men. Kind and tender hearted, he wished to live in peace with 
all. His varied knowledge in historical matters, in natural sci- 
ence, in general literature, and in his profession of law, always 
made him a most valuable companion, either in his own room or 
in the many rambles in the fields and woods about the town. 

Those who were intimate with him can best estimate his genial 
qualities, his unaffected modesty, his patience, anl his great 
worth. 

It is with him, as a Park Commissioner, that this Board is 
chiefly concerned, and suggests that this minute be placed upon 
our records, and that a copy of the same be sent to his family. 
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BUSHNELL PARK. 



Owing to the location of this park, by which no new territory 
can be added to it, the work upon it has been, as in former years, 
that of increasing the beauty and finish of its layout. The re- 
pairing of the river wall and the replanting of shrubs and trees, 
damaged by the construction of the intercepting sewer, is in prog- 
press at the present moment. This park becomes, each year, 
more of an object lesson in landscape and water gardening and a 
more fitting place for fountains, statues and like works of art, 
which may be donated in time to the city of Hartford. 

A strip of land, about eight feet in width, was taken by the 
Oooamon Council, from the park, this year, for the widening of 
Asylum and Ford streets. 

About ten trees were removed, during the year, and as many 
more are to be set out. The oldest elm tree on the park, which 
stood near Daniels' Mill, fell in August. The south river bank, 
sloping to the river, has been planted with shrubs, from Ford 
Street Bridge to Trambull Street Bridge. It became necessary 
to restrict the growth of the Egyptian Lotus to the west end of 
the pond, and a concrete wall was built for that purpose. At the 
same time a new three inch water pipe was laid in the pond, the 
shore was lined with rocks, and a rustic fountain, with several 
jets of water falling over the rocks, was built in the center of the 
pond. 

The basin of the ornamental fountain, presented to the City of 
Hartford by Mr. John J. Corning of New York, and accepted by the 
Board at a special meeting October 15, 1897, was finished 
during the summer of 1898. A detailed description of the foun- 
tain was given in last year's report of this Board. It is expected 
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that the fountain will be completed early in September. Con- 
siderable grading will be necessary in connection with it and also 
in the neighborhood of the new retaining wall. 

The reconstruction of the park terrace is under consideration, 
and an appropriate and tasteful design has been practically ap- 
proved. This much-needed improvement has been made possi- 
ble by a specific legacy from Mr. Frederic Pox of Hartford, 
which makes provision, by the gift of ten thousand dollars, for a 
work of art to be placed in Bushnell Park. The plan by J. 
Massey Ehind, sculptor, for the new terrace, is commemorative 
of the Colonial period, as the Corning fountain is of the Aborig- 
inal or Indian. The construction is designed for white marble, 
with stairways, balustrades, and pedestals for suitable statues. 

The retaining wall, from the stepping stones to Ford Street 

bridge, is being built under contract with Michael Sheedy, guar- 
anteed to be finished in July. 

The flowering of the lilies, lotus, and other aquatic plants in 
the pond, which was abundant and beautiful, drew numbers of 
people to visit the place during the season. 
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SMALL PARKS. 



South Green, now named Barnard Park, Lafayette Street, 
Tunnell, Village Street, Buckingham, Franklin, Maple Avenue, 
and Sigourney Square have been maintained. Bat few changes 
have been made except the removal of four maple trees from Bar- 
nard Park and the planting of several small trees; the improve- 
ment of the lawn and planting of small shrubs on Lafayette Street 
park and also the replacing of plants and repairing of damages to 
fences on Village Street park. The last is the one park which 
suflEers most from vandalism and the outlay on it from this cause, 
the superintendent reports, is greater than for a similar reason on 
all the others. Sigourney Square was a popular resort during 
the summer evenings especially for the band concerts which were 
given once in a fortnight last year. Although this square is well 
planted with small shrubs and flowers and large numbers of 
people gather on and about it to hear the music no serious dam- 
age of any kind has been in evidence. 
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NEW PARKS. 



POPE PARK. 



The cultivation of Pope Park was rapidly advanced during the 
year and on Memorial day, May 30th, the section north of Park 
Street was opened to the public. The tennis courts were made 
liberal use of during the season and the grove, named Bankside 
Grove, along the river, with it's walks, seats and rustic bridges, 
became a favorite resort for public recreation. The planting of 
trees and shrubbery was extended along the river bank, in front 
of Park Terrace, to Capitol Avenue — greatly improving this ap- 
proach to the park. In consequence of the new grounds and the 
heavy rains in April and May much repairing of damage was 
made necessary in this section. The Board of Street Commiss- 
ioners have widened and laid out Park Street and its subdivisions 
from Zion Street to Park Street bridge in a very satisfactory 
manner, making it harmonious with the plan of the park. 

The work on the lawn area south of Park Street, called Hollow- 
mead, was begun in June and practically completed before the 
winter season. The natural irregular outlines and rolling sur- 
faces of the ground have been preserved; great care has been tak- 
en in preparing and sowing the lawn and when completed it will 
be one of the most beautiful tracts in New England. In the nat- 
ural basins formed by the hillsides in Hollowmead a small sheet 
of water has been formed which adds greatly to the attractive- 
ness to this area. The grove of trees east of the mead has been 
named East Bourne Grove. An elevated tract of land east of 
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HoUowmead, called High Mall, which affords fine views especial- 
ly of the Talcott range, will be terraced and be the location of a 
Pergola, Shelter and Band Stand. South of High Mall is a sec- 
tion called Hillside Eamble. Across the river from the Eamble 
is another area, named, on the plan of the parks, Nethermead and 
Thithermead. One and a half miles of walks have been construc- 
ted leading from Park to Hamilton Street, by the pond and 
through Hillside Ramble, Temporary steps were built to the 
walk from Park Street and a rustic foot bridge across the ravine. 
About forty thousand trees and shrubs were planted in Pope 
Park the past year and with few exceptions were grown and pro- 
pagated in the park nursery. 

An invaluable benefit to the City of Hartford has been the 
preservation, by the purchase and gift of the park lands, of the 
groves of forest trees within the limits of the city, as they stand 
in Pope, South, Eiverside and Elizabeth Parks. Pope Park cov- 
ers about 90 acres. The map accompanying this report gives a 
comprehensive idea of it when completed. 

Tennis rules as follows were formulated governing the courts 
on this park. 

(1) No persons will be allowed to use the Courts unless they 
wear rubber soled tennis shoes. 

(2) Players may not keep any Court longer than to play two 
out of three sets if the Court is wanted by others, whether other 
Courts are vacant or not. 

(3) If a Court is in use any two or more players ACTUALLY 
PRESENT may claim the Court when best two out of three sets 
have been played. It is not permissable to engage Courts ahead, 

otherwise than specified above. 

(4) Vantage sets will not be allowed unless it is certain that 

the Courts will not be wanted by others. 

(5) Prices — Season tickets, not transferable, will be issued at 
$3.00 EACH. When two persons not holding season tickets 
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play, the charge of 5 CENTS EACH PER SET will be collected 
by the attendant. 

(8) OSensive language or conduct will not be tolerated, and 
the attendant in charge may deprive anyone of the privileges of 
the Courts who does not comport himself with the above rules 
and regulations.

ELIZABETH PARK. 



New territory was added to Elizabeth Park in 1898 by the 
purchase on the Western Boundary of a tract of about five acres 
of woodland of J. C. Gaines, and in 1899 of the two or three acres 
adjoining the park on the east, from the homestead of Burdelte 
Loomis. The first purchase was of great value enabling the com- 
missioners to extend the main drive through to Steele Street on 
the west and to Fern Street on the south; also to preserve a fine 
grove of forest trees and to drain the water from the lands into 
the small lake which was formed in a natural basin on the Pond 
property. The second purchase was necessary to control a natural 
water course — the only outlet for the whole park — and to add to 
the limited area of the nursery. A small tract adjoining the Loo- 
mis land owned by Samuel H. Allen is needed for the same rea- 
son and upon the refusal of the owners to sell, condemnation 
proceedings have been instituted by the Commission. The gift 
by Mr. and Mrs. Joel L. English of a piece of land on the west 
side of the park, was accepted by the Commission 

The drainage of the western section of the park has been difii- 
cult work owing to the slight fall obtainable and only one natural 
outlet, as has been said. Nearly two miles of drainpipe have been 
laid this year. It was found that sufficient water could be stored 
from the natural water-shed and existing spring to form a lake 
and this work was completed in early fall in a most artistic man- 
ner by Mr. Wirth, the superintendant of the parks, from plans of 
his own. In fact, the general improvement of this park has been 
from designs by Mr. Wirth, and is very praiseworthy. 

The overflow, formerly waste water, of the fountain basin south 
of the house has been carried into the lake. (A connection with 
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the water main has been made to supply the lake artificially in an 
unusually dry season.) The overflow of the lake has been made 
to form a clear brook which falls over rocks and winds into the 
woods picturesquely. 

The north meadow bordering on Asylum Avenue and covering 
the former sites of the bams has been made into a smooth lawo; 
walks in all directions are in process of construction; the trees on 
the whole park area have been thoroughly cleared of dead wood 
and the poor undergrowth in the Gaines woods removed. Two 
rustic bridges and a rustic gate at the south end has been put in- 
to position. The grounds are ornamented with beds of flowers, 
shrubs and foliage plants. 
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NURSERIES AND FARMSTEAD. 



Since the removal of the nurseries and farmstead to the south- 
ern section of Elizabeth Park and the erection of the new green- 
houses, the whole territory in that section has been filled in, gra- 
ded and planted around the new buildings. A liberal display of 
flowering plants arranged with the cuttings make the nursery 
grounds attractive to visitors and especially to botanists. The 
system will largely provide for all the small trees, shrubs and 
flowers used in the diflEerent parks. In the section devoted to 
oaks there are thirty varieties of oak scions from "Dosoris," the 
home of the late C. A. Dana. A noteworthy experiment in 
the greenhouses has been the growing of rhododendrons and rare 
water lillies from the seed. Beferring to the appended balance 
submitted by Superintendant Wirth, it will be seen that the total 
output of the nurseries for the past three years has been over two 
hundred and forty thousand at the value of more than fifteen 
thousand dollars.

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RIVERSIDE PARK. 



The opening of this park took place on the afternoon of Sep 
tember 8, 1898, under the auspices of the Park Commission. 
Members of the City government and of the City departments, 
th^ town oflBcials and clerks with a large number of private citi- 
zeas were present. President Garvan to whose good judgment 
and energy is due the rapid progress of the difficult work in this 
section, was introduced by the Eev. Francis Goodwin and de- 
livered the opening address of welcome. Mayor Preston made 
the speech of acceptance and Dr. Gurdon W. Russell followed 
with an address containing interesting reminiscences of the local- 
ity. Bishop Tierney closed the exercises with a fitting and im- 
pressive invocation. Pope band occupied the new stand and guvc 
a popular concert. 

The southern end of the park was completed in August. A 
rustic shelter has been built from plans by Messrs. Curtis and 
Johnson, commanding a fine view of the river; the watchman's 
cottage removed to the west of Water Street, repaired and paint- 
ed; a drinking fountain erected and a piece of river wall built with 
the stones from the old ice-house. Wooden benches have been 
placed at convenient distances along the river bank. 

About ten thousand trees and shrubs were planted in the fall 
and spring along the embankment and wading pool. The narrow 
strip of land, formerly called the island, separating the large pond 
from the river over which water flows in freshet season is to be 
rip-rapped with stone. A high dam was built separating the pond 
from the "wading." The latter is the most attractive feature of 
the park. It covers about half an acre of ground and the water 
is only fourteen inches deep in any part on a clean sandy bottom, 
affording a paddling pool for the children in hot summer weather. 
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The larger pond can be used for boating in tbe summer and skat- 
ing in the winter By the proper grading, only extreme freshets 
will interfere with these amusements. A four inch city water 
pipe, with connection for hydrants and drinking fountains, has 
been laid to the pond and wading pool for artificial supply, when 
necessary, and a twelve inch outlet pipe with valve is carried 
from the ponds to the river. 

In addition to the lands purchased in 1896 and 1897 a lease 
was secured from the Board of Water Commisioners of all the 
land occupied by it on the river front from the pumping station 
to the East Hartford bridge. These purchases and leases give an 
area of seventy-five acres in Riverside Park. In order to bound 
the park by an unbroken westerly line, from the Front Street 
bridge on the south, to the New England R. R. bridge on the 
north, the Board greatly desired an exchange of City land for an 
equal area belonging to the New England Railroad. Negotiations 
for the exchange are under way and plans for a boulevard which 
were held in obeyance awaiting the exchange are made feasible. 
The contemplated boulevard, sixty feet in width, will extend the 
entire length of the park partly in place of the old Water Street, 
and is intended to skirt the river north of the New England Rail- 
road embankment and connect with the Keney Park drive at 
Windsor Avenue. 

The improvements on this park have been principally from the 

plans of Messrs. Olmsted Brothers and have been more difficult 

to accomplish perhaps than those on the other parks from special 

obstacles to overcome and problems of drainage, etc. The park/ 

is however one of the most useful in its relief of a congested 

district and in the recovery and protection of a valuable portion 

of river bank. Desirable facilities for beating on the river and 
for bathing will be afforded to the people in this neighborliood. 
The grading of the finished portion of the park was begun in 
November, 1897 by contract with the Edward Balf Co. and gatig- 
factorially completed in May, 1898, 
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THE SOUTHERN PARK. 



While the improvement ot this ground is not so apparent to 
the casual observer as that of other parks a vast amount of diffi- 
cult work has been accomplished during the year. The territory 
embraces nearly two hundred acres acquired by purchase and 
condemnation. Its natural features are very beautiful combining 
stretches of meadow-land, fine groves of forest trees and a natural 
water basin. The most important preliminary work has been the 
drainage which required the laying of about twenty miles of 
drain pipes. These discharge through five main drains into the 
proposed lake. The advice of the consulting architects Messrs. 
Olmsted Brothers have been followed and the object of all the 
operations of the Commission and its aids has been to this date to 
create "a harmonious whole from a number of incomplete, un- 
developed yet picturesque pieces of land and to make the neces- 
sary changes from pasture and woodland to cultivated park 
scenery." 

The trees forming straight division rows between the lands of 
the former proprietors and those obstructing desirable views have 
been removed; the dense growth of valueless trees on the Hub- 
bard property, allotted to the athletic grounds, has been cleared 
away and the Munsill grove has been also opened and all dead 
wood removed. The trees left standing for shade and beauty 
have been cleaned and pruned. The hillside south of the City 
line to Jordan Lane is being cleared of it's undesirable growths 
and the ground prepared for the setting out of a pine and hemlock 
grove, which will require thirty -four thousand plants. 

Driveways and walks have been staked out and cuts made for 
them through the woods with due care that the trees shall have 
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room to branch over and shade the roads and paths. A bound- 
arj fence of wire on cedar posts has been built along the northern 
and eastern line at an actual cost of less than eight cents a run- 
ning foot 

Two magnificent elms opposite the entrance to Cedar Hill Cem- 
etary form a natural gateway for the approach to the main drive 
in South Park. From this point is a fine view of the Connecticut 
yalley and the hills beyond. The reservation to our City of such 
commanding heights as this site, and those already mentioned, in 
the other parks, together with the one in Keney Park is compara- 
ble in value only to the {)reservation of the forest trees, and to 
the forming of the swampy and unwholesome lands by good 
drainage and grading, into basins for fountains, ponds and lakes. 
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PARKWAYS. 



Attention has been given, during the year, to the establishing 
of parkways connecting the parks by a continuous drive. The 
directions to be followed are proposed and partly adopted as 
follows : From the entrance to Eiverside Park along the Boule- 
vard, to the Windsor Avenue entrance to Keney Park ; through 
Keney Park to Albany and Woodland Street; by way of Wood- 
land and Asylum Avenue extension to Elizabeth Park. Prom 
Woodland Street and Farmington Avenue to Forest, Hawthorne 
and Laurel Streets, Capitol Avenue and Park Terrace, to Pope 
Park. From Zion Street entrance of Pope Park to New Britain 
Avenue and Summit Street ; Summit Street to Fairfield Avenue ; 
to intersection of latter with Maple Avenue ; Maple Avenue to 
South Street ; South Street to Wethersfield Avenue. 

Thus it will be seen a drive is laid out encircling the city, 
including all the parks and extending -from a point north on the 
Connecticut River to the extreme city line on the south. The 
Parkways, when using the public highways, are subject to the 
city's control, but may be beautified and widened and in many 
ways made different in appearance from the regular city streets. 
The eastern corner of Woodland Street and Farmington Avenue 
is being curved and finished with reference to the u^e of that 
street as a Parkway. 

In conclusion the Board desires to state that with the exception 
of one or two small pieces of land needed to protect and complete 
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purchases already made, in its opinion the present boundary lines 
embrace all the land to be included in the park areas.

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APPENDIX A. 



AMENDING THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF HARTFORD. 

Resolved by this Assembly : — 

Section i. That the public parks of the city of Hartford, now 
in existence, and those which may hereafter be established, whether 
within or without the corporate limits of said city, together with all 
park property which may be acquired, shall be under the manage- 
ment, care and control of a board under the name and style ot the 
Board of Park Commissioners. Said Board shall consist of ten 
persons to be appointed as hereinafter provided, and the mayor of 
the city, who shall be ex-officio a member of said Board. Five mem- 
bers of this Board shall be the Park Commissioners of the present 
commission, who shall serve out the term of office to which they 
have hitherto been appointed. These five Commissioners, with the 
mayor of the city, shall, on or before the first day of May, 1895, by 
a majority vote, appoint five other members of said Board with the 
advice and consent of the board of aldermen, and whose several 
terms of office shall begin at the date of their appointment ; the first 
to serve for a term of six years, the second for a term of seven 
years, the third to serve for a term of eight years, the fourth to serve 
for a term of nine years, the fifth to serve for a term often years, 
and until their successors in office have been appointed and qualified. 
At the expiration of the term of office of each of the aforesaid ten 
commissioners, his successor in office shall be appointed by a 
majority vote of the Board, by and with the consent and advice of 
the board of aldermen, to serve for a term often years, and until his 
successor in office has been appointed and qualified. But any mem- 
ber of said Board who shall be hereafter appointed to serve for the 
full term of ten years shall not, at the expiration of such full term, 
be eligible for reappointment to succeed himself. Any vacancy 
which may occur, through death, resignation, or otherwise, may 
be filled for the unexpired term by a majority vote of the commission 
and the approval of the board of aldermen. No compensation for 
services on said commission shall be allowed to any member there- 
of, except to the secretary. Each commissioner, however, shall be 
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entitled to receive his actual disbursements for necessary expenses 
in the performance of any duty imposed upon him by the direction 
of the said Board of Commissioners. The office of any one of the said 
Park Commissioners who shall not attend the meetings of the Board 
for three successive months, after having been duly notified of such 
meetings, without reason therefor satisfactory to said Board, or 
without leave of absence from said Board, shall by said Board be de 
clared vacant ; and they shall proceed to fill the vacancy for the un- 
expired term, as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 2. The said Board of Park Commissioners shall annually, 
in May, choose one of their number to be president of the Board, 
and another as vice-president ; and the said Board shall elect a 
secretary, who, in the discretion of the Board, may be one of their 
own number, at a salary not exceeding five hundred dollars per 
annum ; but the said salary, and all other expenses of the commis- 
sion, shall be paid out of the annual appropriation. At all meetings, 
except such as are especially called for the appointment of a com- 
missioner, six shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of bus^ 
ness. At no meeting shall it be proper to proceed to the appoint- 
ment of a new commissioner unless the mayor of the city be present ; 
and at all meetings called for this purpose the mayor shall preside 
and certify tp the appointment before it be transmitted to the board 
of aldermen fortheir consent. The said Board of Park Commissioners 
shall have full and exclusive power to make rules and by- laws for 
the orderly transaction of their business. The Board shall keep an 
accurate record and books of account, and shall annually transmit 
to the court of common council a full and detailed report and state- 
ment of all its acts and doings, together with a complete and item- 
ized account of all receipts and disbursements. The books of ac- 
count and records of the Board shall at all times be open to the in- 
spection of the mayor, and subject to an annual audit by the proper 
municipal officer. It shall be the duty of the mayor, or other pro- 
per municipal officer, to assign a suitable and convenient office, in 
some public building, to the use of the Board of Park Commissioners, 
with proper vault or safe for the protection of their books and 
papers ; and until such office is provided, to the satisfaction of said 
Board, they are hereby authorized to rent an office at an expense of 
not more than fifty dollars per month. Said Board shall have power 
to appoint or employ such superintendents, engineers, architects, 
and other officers and employes as it may deem necessary, and shall 
prescribe and define their respective duties, powers, and authority. 
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and shall fix and regulate the compensation to be paid to the several 
persons so employed. 

Sec. 3- The Board constituted as aforesaid, shall have the care, 
management, and control of all parks and grounds used for park 
purposes, all boulevards, connecting parks and structures, thereon, 
and park-ways, now or hereafter owned by or in the control of the 
city of Hartford, within or without the corporate limits of the city, 
and may give proper designating names thereto. The Board shall 
have power to acquire, and the city of Hartford to hold, property, 
whether within or without the corporate limits of said city, for the 
purpose of establishing public parks and public squares, or the en- 
larging of existing parks, or for boulevards, connecting parks, or 
park- ways, by condemnation, or by contract for the same ; to ac- 
cept conveyances thereof; to receive gifts, donations, or devices of 
land or other property for park pnrposes ; to lay out and to im- 
prove with walks, drives, and roads, to build necessary culverts and 
bridges, to drain, plant, and otherwise at their discretion to im- 
prove and adorn the parks, and other park property thus held or ac- 
quired by said board ; to erect such buildings as shall be needed 
for the purposes of administration, or Ibjc th^ use, protection, and re- 
freshment of the public ; provided, hQW'^er^ that in no case shall any 
expenditure be made in excess of the amount previously appropriat- 
ed. The said Board shall have power to make and alter, from time 
to time, all needful rules and regulations for the maintenance of 
order, safety, and decency in said parks, both within and without 
the limits of the city, and to affix penalties for disobedience thereto; 
which rules and regulations shall have the force of ordinances of the 
city of Hartford ; provided, that no such rule or regulation shall be 
of any effect unless it shall have been first approved by the board of 
aldermen, and then published in full in one or more of the daily 
newspapers published In Hartford, and also printed and posted in 
conspicuous places within the limits of the property to which such 
regulation is intended to apply. For the purpose of enforcing such 
rules and regulations, all such parks and property, whether within 
or without the limits of said city, are hereby placed under the police 
jurisdiction of the city of Hardford; and complaints for the violation 
of such regulations may be made by the prosecuting attorney to 
the police court of said city. Any member of the police department 
may arrest, without warrant, in any of such parks or places, whether 
within or without the limits ot the city of Hartford, any person who 
has broken any park rule, or committed any other offence in said 
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park ; and the police court of Hartford shall have jurisdiction of all 
misdemeanors committed within the limits of said parks. 

Sec. 4. The said Board of Commissioners shall have sole power 
to determine the places in said parks and park-ways, and in other 
property under their control, where sewer, gas, and water pipes shall 
be laid; and no trench, for these purposes, shall be opened until the 
Commissioners shall have designated the location of the same, and 
given permission in writing. No telegraph, telephone, or electric 
light wires, or other wires, or posts or supports therefor, shall be 
erected in, upon, through, or over said parks or park -ways, without 
the consent in writing of said Board, who shall designate the place 
and the manner of erecting and maintaining the same, to be altered 
at such time and in such manner, and under such conditions as the 
said Board may deem best. 

Sec. 5. All real and personal estate of the city, used for park 
purposes, within the limits of any other town, shall be exempted 
from taxation. 

Sec. 6. For the purpose of providing necessary funds for the 
purchase or improvement of lands for park property, and for such 
other purposes as are herein provided for, the city of Hartford is 
hereby authorized and empowered to issue its bonds to" an amount 
not exceeding three hundred thousand dollars, payable in not more 
than fifty years from their dates, and bearing interest not exceeding 
four per centum, per annum, payable semi-annually in such manner 
and form as shall be determined by the mayor and the court of com- 
mon council of said city. And within thirty days after the passage 
of this act, the mayor of the city shall submit to the qualified electors 
of the city the proposition to issue the bonds of the city to the 
amount aforesaid, the proceeds of the sale of which shall be exclu- 
sively applied, under the direction and at the discretion of the Board 
of Park Commissioners, to the acquisition, lay-out, and improvement 
of land for public parks, park- ways, or boulevards established as ap- 
proaches to, or for the purpose of connecting parks, and for the other 
purposes set forth in section three; but the said Board shall make 
no expenditure of said proceeds, or contract of expenditure thereof, 
involving liability to the city of Hartford exceeding the amount of 
the bonds thus issued. Such election shall be conducted, and the 
result determined, as in other city elections. 

Sec. 7. For the purpose of providing necessary funds for the 
care and improvement of park property, and to meet the expenses 
of the Board of Park Commissioners, the court of common council 
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of the city shall, in each year, levy and cause to be collected a tax 
of not less than five cents upon each one hundred dollars of value of 
all the property within the city taxable for municipal purposes. All 
moneys collected and arising from the said tax shall be paid by the 
tax collector, or other officer collecting the same, into the treasury 
of the city and shall be deemed, thereupon, appropriated and set 
apart for the maintenance; preservation, and improvement of said 
I)arks and grounds ; and shall be paid out by the city treasurer up- 
on warrants signed by at least three members of the said Board of 
Park Commissioners. 

Sec. 8. The said Board of Park Commissioners shall have 
power to connect any public park under its control with any other 
park over which it has jurisdiction, by a boulevard or park-way ; 
and whenever, in their judgment, necessary, they may designate, 
as such, any existing highway, or parts thereof, which shall there- 
upon be deemed a part of said park-way ; but the same shall remain 
under the control of the city authorities now having jurisdiction 
thereot. 

Sec. 9. The term **park property '* includes all parks, squares, 
and areas of land within the management of said board ; and all 
buildings, structures, improvements, seats, benches, fountains, boats, 
floats, walks, drives, roads, trees, plants, herbages, flowers, and 
other things thereon, and enclosures of the same ; and all shade 
trees on streets or thoroughfares, resting places, watering stations, 
play grounds, parade grounds, or the like ; and all connecting park- 
ways and roads or drives between parks ; and all avenues, roads, 
ways, drives, walks, with all trees, shrubbery, vines, flowers, and 
ornaments of any description ; and all birds, animals, or curiosities, 
or objects of interest or instruction, and all tools and implements 
placed in or on any of such inclosures, ways, park-ways, roads, or 
places ; and said included terms shall be liberally construed. 

Sec. 10. No member of said Board of Park Commissioners 
shall be concerned in any contract with the said Board, or any of its 
departments or institutions, either as contractor, sub contractor, 
bondsman, or party directly or indirectly interested. If any mem- 
ber of the Board be the owner of, or interested in, any property 
necessary, in the opinion of a majority of the other members of the 
Board, to be taken for park purposes, then proceedings shall be by 
condemnation, and such facts of ownership and interest shall be fully 
set forth in the petition. 

Sec. 1 1 . The Board shall not be compelled to accept any gift 
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or offer of land which, in its judgment, is unsuited to park purposes, 
or the improvement of which would entail an injudicious outlay. 

Sec. 12. The said Board shall, at its discretion, have power to 
lease any buildings or land not needed for immediate improvement, 
for a term not to exceed three years ; the proceeds to be paid into 
the city treasury, and to be placed at the disposal of the said Board 
as an addition to the annual appropriation. 

Sec 13. Real and personal property may be granted, be- 
queathed, devised, or conveyed to the said city, for the purpose of the 
improvement or ornamentation of said parks or approaches, or for 
the establishment or maintenance therein of museums, zoological or 
other gardens, collections of natural history, observatories, monu- 
ments, statues, fountains, or other works of art, upon such trusts 
and conditions as may be prescribed by the grantors or devisors 
thereof, and accepted by the common council of said city. All 
property so devised, granted, bequeathed or conveyed, and the 
renjs, issues, profits, and income thereof, shall be subject to the ex- 
clusive management, direction, and control of the said Board of 
Park Commissionexa. ; 

Sec. 14. The said Park Commission, on behalf of the city of 
Hartford, shall have power to take, by condemnation, land for park 
or park- way purposes ; and if the said Park Commission cannot, for 
any cause, agree with the owner or owners of any land which they shall 
decide to take for public park purposes, whether within or without the 
limits of the city of Hartford, as to the compensation to be paid 
therefor, the damages which will accrue to such owner or owners by 
such purchase and the compensation to be paid for such lands in view 
thereof, shall be estimated and determined by three appraisers, to be 
appointed by the superior court of Hartford county, or any judge 
thereof, on application of said Park Commissioners, after reasonable 
notice of such application shall have been given to such owner or 
owners. Said appraisers shall notify all parties in interest of the 
time and place of hearing, and shall make return in writing of their 
appraisal and award to the clerk of the superior court, who shall 
record the same ; and the amount of such award shall be paid by 
said Park Commission within sixty days after the filing of such award, 
or, incase of an appeal, after the final award in the premises, out of 
any funds at their disposal, other than the annual appropriation, to 
the person or persons entitled thereto, or deposited to the order of 
such person or persons with the treasurer of the city of Hartford. 
But either party may, within sixty days, appeal to the superior 
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court, or any judge thereof, to set aside such award, and to order a 
re-hearing for irregularity or improper conduct connected with such 
hearing and appraisal. 

The fees of the appraisers and the clerk shall be paid by the 
Park Commission from the funds aforesaid; and the lands embraced 
in the application shall not be occupied by the Park Conimission, nor 
sequestered tor park purposes, until the compensation therefor as 
finally awarded or agreed upon shall have been paid to the person 
or persons entitled thereto, or received to his or their satisfaction, or 
deposited with the treasurer of the city of Hartford to his or their 
use. 

All the owners of different tracts of land which are contiguous or 
which are to be included in the same park may be joined in the same 
application if convenient, and the court or judge may appoint a 
single board of appraisers to determine and award the compensation 
to be paid to the owners of each tract in the same report of their 
findings. 

Sec. 15. The bonds authorized in the first section of this act 
shall be prepared by the city treasurer of Hartford, and shall be is- 
sued by him, from time to time, in such amounts as the Park Com- 
mission shall require. Such bonds shall in no case be sold or dis- 
posed of for less than par, and the avails of such as shall be issued 
shall be kept by the city treasurer as a special fund, subject to the 
order of the Park Commission, and shall be paid by him only on 
such orders. 

Sec. 16. So much of the charter of the city of Hartford as is 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act is hereby repealed ; and 
the provisions of this act, so far as they apply to the powers of said 
city and its officers, shall be regarded as an amendmenf of said city 
charter.

RESOLUTION AMENDING **A RESOLUTION AMENDING THE 
CHARTER OF THE CITY OF HARTFORD," APPROVED

Resolved by this Assembly : 

Section i. The resolution hitherto passed by this General 
Assembly, amending the charter of the city of Hartford, and ap- 
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proved March 21, 1895, is hereby amended by adding at the end of 
the first section of said resolution the following clause, to wit: '*Up- 
on the expiration of the term of office of that member of the Board 
of Park Commissioners whose term expires in April, 1895, the re- 
maining commissioners with the mayor of the city may appoint his 
successor in office, by and with the consent and advice of the board 
of aldermen, to serve for the term of five years and until his suc- 
cessor in office has been appointed and qualified.'' 

Sec. 2. Section 15 of said resolution is hereby amended by 
substituting the work ** sixth '* for the word ** first" in the first line 
of said section, so that said section as amended shall read as fol- 
lows: 

** Sec. 15. The bonds authorized in the sixth section of this 
act shall be prepared by the city treasurer of Hartford, and shall be 
issued by him from time to time in such amounts as the Park Com- 
mission shall require. Such bonds shall in no case be sold or 
disposed of for less than par, s^nd the avails of such as shall be issued 
shall be kept by the city treasurer as a special fund, subject to the 
order of the Park Qommission, and shall be paid by him only on 
such orders. 
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APPENDIX B. 



BYLAWS GOVERNING THE ADMINISTRATIVE ACTION OF 
THE BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS OF HARTFORD. 

MEETINGS. 

There shall be regular meetings of the Commissioners on the 
first Monday in each month, and as many adjourned or special 
meetings as may be necessary. 

The President shall have power to call a special meeting of the 
Commissioners whenever in his judgment it may be expedient, and 
he shall also call a special meeting upon the request in writing of 
four members of the Board. 

At all special meetings no other business shall be transacted 
(unless by unanimous consent of the members present) than such as 
shall have been stated as the object of the meeting in the notice sent 
out. 

Any business may be transacted at any meeting which shall 
have been continued from the regular monthly meeting by adjourn- 
ment. The Secretary shall send by post written notices of all regu- 
lar, adjourned, and special meetings to each Commissioner at least 
24 hours before holding the same, and in the case of special meetings 
a brief statement of its object shall be added. 

OFFICERS. 

The President shall preside at all meetings when present, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided in the charter. He shall name the mem- 
bers of all committees unless otherwise ordered by the Board, and 
may at his discretion act with any committee whenever his advice 
or assistance may be needed. 

The Vice-President shall preside at all meetings whenever the 
President is not present, except as otherwise provided in the charter. 
And in the absence of the President he shall discharge all the duties 
which are usual and proper for the President of the Board. 

The Secretary shall keep accurate records and books of ac- 
count, and prepare annually a full and detailed report and statement 
of all the acts and doings of the Board, together with an itemized 
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account of all receipts and disbursements of money. He shall also 
prepare all papers and reports for the meetings of the Board, and 
for Committees. He shall receive and conduct the correspondence 
of the Board; issue all official notices, and perform such other duties 
as the Board may from time to time direct. 

He shall preserve and deep record of all reports, maps, books, 
or documents which may be owned or purchased by or presented to 
the Board, and shall exchange annual reports or public documents 
with other boards or institutions. 

He shall receive from the City Treasurer from time to time out 
of the appropriation the money needed to meet the obligations of 
the Board, and disburse the same, taking proper vouchers therefor. 

He shall make to the Board each month a statement of the re- 
ceipts and disbursements for the month past, and in the proper 
keeping of his books of account and records be subject to the direc- 
tions of the Finance Committee. 

The following Standing Committees shall be appointed : 

1. A Committee of four on Finance. 

2. A Committee of three on Employment. 

3. A Qonimittee on the Care and Management of Existing 
Parks. 

4. A Committee on the Improvement of Parks and the Ex- 
tension of the Park System. 

5. An Auditing Committee of Two. 

First— Tht Committee on Finance shall have charge of all bills 
and accounts against the Board, and shall examine and approve the 
same before payment is made. All warrants drawn upoii the City 
Treasurer shall be signed by three members of the Board of Park 
Commissioners. 

They shall supervise and make frequent examinations of the 
books and records of the Secretary, and direct him in the proper 
keeping of the same. 

^ Second — The Committee on Employment shall receive and con- 
sider applications from all persons desiring to enter the service ot 
the Park Commission (except in the case of salaried officers, or those 
whose appointment is authorized by the Board). But the Superin- 
tendent may employ, for a period not exceeding one month, such 
ordinary help as the emergency requires, without first consulting 
the Employing Committee; however, it shall be his duty to report 
to said Committee, at least once a month in writing the number so 
employed and the wages agreed upon in each individual case. The 
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committee shall have power to fix the compensation of all employes 
whose wages do not exceed $50 per month 

Third — The Committee on the Care and Management of Ex- 
isting Parks shall have the direction and control of them and of all 
persons employed upon them Any extensive alterations or im- 
provements shall, however, be submitted to the Board for its 
approval. 

Fourth — The Committee on Improvements of Parks and the 
Extension of the Park System shall prepare a scheme for the layout 
and improvement of Pope Park and other parks and connecting 
park- ways, wherever it may seem to the Committee to be advisable, 
and they shall have powpr to employ competent landscape archi- 
tects and engineers to assist them. Such schemes must be submit- 
ted, with all necessary plans and surveys, to the Board for its action 
before adoption. 

Fifth— TYit. Auditing Committee shall once in three months ex- 
amine the books and accounts of the Secretary and compare the 
vouchers therewith, and also certify to the correctness of his annual 
statement ; they shall have each year a detailed inventory made of 
all movable property belonging to the commission. 

These by-laws may be amended or appealed at any regular 
meeting by a two-thirds vote of the members present, provided 
notice of the proposed change shall have been given in the call for 
the meeting.

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APPENDIX C. 



RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

The Board of Park Commissioners, by virtue of the authority 
vested in them, hereby make and ordain the following rules and 
regulations for the managements of the parks of the city of Hart- 
ford. Any person who shall violate any of the following rules and 
regulations, "shall forfeit and pay for the use of the city treasury a 
fine not exceeding thirty-five dollars.*' 

It is forbidden : — i. To enter or leave any park, except by the 
regular approaches thereto ; to walk upon any border, or to cross 
any la\;(fn, except in such place as is or shall have been set apart as 
common : of iihless it be on public occasions, when the use of the 
park, for the purpose of assembly, shall have been granted by the 
Commissioners. 

2. To climb or get upon any tree, statue, fence, railing or 
other structure, in any park. 

3. To cut, write upon, deface, defile, or otherwise injure, any 
building, bridge, fence, statue, fountain, seat, or other structure, 
upon any park. 

4. To permit any animal to pass over, or stray upon, any park 
area ; provided, that this prohibition shall not apply to dogs, when 
led by a cord or chain not exceeding six feet in length. 

5. To cut, break, or otherwise injure, any tree or shrub, or 
any part thereof; to cut, pluck, or otherwise remove, any blossom 
or other part of any plant or flower in any park. 

6. To throw, sport with, or to carry on, to, or about, any 
stick, stone, lump, or other missile on any park. 

7. To .scatter or leave upon any park any paper, rag, gar- 
bage, or other litter. 

8. To avoid any urine, dung, or other excrement, within the 
limits of any park ; excepting in such place or apartment as is, or 
shall be, specially provided for such purpose ; and in the latter case, 
it is forbidden to use or enter any apartment established for persons 
of the opposite sex exclusively. 
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9. To exhibit any signs, placards, flags, or advertising de- 
vices ; to play any games of chance ; to make any fire ; to have 
any intoxicating beverage ; to play any musical instrument ; to 
solicit any money or subscriptions ; to make any speech or harangue; 
to follow or annoy any other visitor, on any park. 

10. To drive or propel any vehicle, bicycle, tricycle, wheel- 
barrow, or hand- cart, on ?Kny park, excepting on regular carriage 
roads ; to skate or slide upon or cross any walk upon any park ; or 
to slide or coast on any driveway. 

11. To ride or drive any horse or team at a rate faster than 
eight miles an hour ; to drive any heavy team, cart, public carriage 
without passengers, or wtigon whatsoever, upon any park driveway 
or carriageway (excepting upon park business) on any park. 

12. To take any bird or bird's nest, any fish, frog, turtle, or 
other live animal of a wild nature from any park. 

13. To sleep or lie upon or overturn any seat upon any park. 

14. To deface or injure any notice placed by the Park Com- 
missioners upon any park ; or to deface or injure this placard. 

The foregoing are in addition to such prohibitions and penalties 
as are provided by the laws of this state and the ordinances of this 
city.

General Statutes, 1888. 

Sec. 1425. Every person who shall injure or destroy any tree 
growing on any public sqtcare or groundSy without the consent of 
the city, borough, or town where the same is situated, or shall wil- 
fully injure the fences or herbage of any such public square or 
grounds, shall be fined not more than fifty dollars. 

Sec. 1426. Every person who shall wilfully injure any statue, 
monument, chair, or other seat, or any lamp or lamp post, con- 
structed or being in any highway ^ public space, or park; or any 
railing or fence erected for public use, or inclosing any such space 
or park; or any walk or crossing for foot passengers; or any sewer, 
curbing, or paved gutter, shall be fined not less than ten, nor more 
than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not less than seven, nor more than 
thirty days, or both. 

Act of 1895, Ch. LXVIIL 

[This Act simply erases the words, *'less than ten, nor,'* and 
the words, ** less than seven, nor,'* from the Section 1426, quoted 
above. ] 

General Statutes. 

Sec. 132. Any town may lay out, inclose, and improve any 
lands belonging to it, not in any incorporated city, for a public 
square or common; and may purchase any land within its limits for 
that purpose. 

Act of 1897, Ch. LIL 

Section t. No barbed wire shall be used in the construction 
of fences, or retained upon existing fences, connected with or en- 
closing the grounds of any public school, or other public building, 
public parky or cemetery in this state. 

Sec. 2. Any person who shall violate the provisions of this 
Act shall be fined not more than one hundred dollars.

I^EPORT. 



To the Honorable Court of Common Council: 

r^ENTLEMEN : — The Board of Park Commissioners lias 
\Jf the honor to submit herewith the fortieth annual report 
for the year ending April 30, 1900. There have been 
no resignations from the membership of the Board during the 
year. Mr. Lucius F. Robinson was elected president May 9, 
1899, f^^ ^^^ y^^^) to succeed the retiring president, the Hon. 
Patrick Garvan. The re-election of Rev. William DeLoss 
Love to the office of commissioner for ten years, from April 
16, 1899, was certified by the Mayor and confirmed by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

The areas under the care of this Board have been extended 
during the year by the following additions : 

By act of the Court of Common Council, the Ancient Bury- 
ing Ground of Hartford. 

By deed of Elizur S. Goodrich, a tract of land in Wethers- 
field containing about twenty-six acres. 

By condemnation proceedings and deed of Julia P. Allen 
and others, a small tract of land adjoining Elizabeth Park. 

The Board has secured conveyances for parkway and high- 
way purposes of pieces of land on the corner of Woodland 
Street and Farmington Avenue, from the Farmington Avenue 
Congregational Church ; on the corner of Laurel and Haw- 
thorne Streets, from John Hooker, Esq.; and on the corner of 
Hawthorne and Forest Streets from Elizabeth G. and George 
W. Merrow. These conveyances have enabled this Board to 
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eliminate the awkward angles at these corners and substitute 
therefor graceful curves. 

The fountain erected by Mr. John J. Corning in West Bush- 
nell Park has been presented to the City. The presentation 
was by letter as follows : 

HarTFukd, Conn., Nov. 23, 1899. 

To the Park Board of the City of Hartford : 

Genti^Emrn: — In referring to the correspondence between us on the sub- 
ject of an ornamental fountain to be erected in BushneU Park, I am now able 
to inform you that the fountain is completed, and it gives me great pleasure 
to present it to your Board as representing the City of Hartford. I do so in 
memory of my father, Mr. John B Corning. 

I am, yours very truly, 

JOHN J. CORNING. 

The acceptance was by the following resolution of the 
Board passed November 24, 1899: 

*' Resoi^ved, The Board of Park Commissioners accepts from John J. 
Corning, Esq., the fountain which he has erected in lUishnell Park as a 
gift to the City, and declares that it shall bear the name of the Corning 
I'ountain. In the name of the City this Board thanks Mr Corning for his 
gift, which is made in honor of the memory of his father, the late John B. 
Corning, and as an expression of his love to the place of his nativity. It 
also desires to express the general satisfaction in the possession of a beauti- 
ful work of art, wholly original in design, which preserves a phase of local 
history, and is emblematic of Hartford. It is proper to add that with 
a modesty equal to his generosity, it is in accordance with the wish of Mr. 
Corning that this fountain is hereby transferred to the City without other 
public or formal display." 

The progress during the year in the woik of conitructicn 
and the development of the Board's plans for the new park 
system is thoroughly outlined in the report to this Board of 
its superintendent, and that report is annexed and made a 
part of this report. 
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We annex hereto also a detailed statement of receipts and 
expenditures, together with a statement of the cash from the 
City taxes, the cash from the sale of Park Bonds and special 
funds, which are available for park uses. 

The expenditures by this department of the City for the 
various parks that are under the care and control of this 
Board from May i, 1896, to April 30, 1900, a period of four 
years, are as follows : 

There was realized from the sale of $300,000.00 of bonds 
authorized by act of legislature approved March 21, 1895, the 
sum of $312,868.50; accrued interest to date of $8,720.99, 
and from other sources $2,707.02, making a total amount of 
$324,316.51. Of this amount this department has expended 
for new lands. Riverside, South, and Pope Parks and Park- 
ways, $118,303.42; for improvements of same, $128,391.59; 
leaving a balance on hand of $77,621.50, available for further 
development and improvements. 

From the tax levied by the City appointed and set apart 
for the maintenance, preservation and improvements of all the 
park grounds, and from other sources, there has been received 
since May i, 1896, the sum of $128,214.65. Of this amount 
$9,537.92 was a balance left over from previous years. The 
department has expended for improvements, maintenance, 
general expenses, salaries, rent, etc., during said four years, 
the sum of $127,865.22, being an average of $31,941.30, leav- 
ing a balance unexpended of $9,887.35. 

By gift from the late Charles M. Pond, the city received 
November 6, 1897, stocks, bonds and cash of the inventory 
value of $103,785.46, to be expended for beautifying^ an^J 
finishing Elizabeth Park, 
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Interest, dividends and premiums on stocks and bonds sold 
above their inventory valuation amounted to $10,817.07, 
making a total of $114,602.53. Of this amount there has 
been expended for new lands and improvements $69,154.16, 
leaving an unexpended balance of $43,442.00 in stocks and 
bonds at the inventory value of November 6, 1897, and 
$2,006.37 in cash.

gUPERINTENDENT'S T^EPORT. 



Hartford, Conn., May i, 1900. 

To the Board of Park Commissioners: 

Gentlemen: — I herewith submit to you my fourth annual 
report, giving a summary account of the work performed on 
the different Parks, during the past fiscal year : 



gUSHNELL paRK. 



EAST BUSHNELL PARK. 
With the exception of some plantings in the vicinity of 
Memorial Arch, and along the south river-wall, no work in 
way of improvements has been performed during the past 
year. The contrary is to be said of 

WEST BUSHNELL PARK. 

The new retaining wall along the northeast shore of the 
Park River, south of Ford and Asylum Streets, was completed 
in September, 1899. The wall is 614 feet long, 11 feet 8 
inches high, and contains 1,000 cubic yards of solid masonry, 
and was built by Contractor Michael Sheedy, under plans and 
specifications furnished by this department, at the price of 
$14.30 per lineal foot, including coping. The cost of the 
whole wall was as follows :

The accompanying sketches show the character of the wall. 
To protect same against all possible injury by action of frost, 
the wall was given a backfilling of ashes, of four feet thick- 
ness, in addition to which a drain tile was laid, along the en- 
tire length of same. The wall being built two feet higher 
than the old wall, the grounds between the river and the 
bounding street-lines, required an entire topographical change, 
which change facilitated greatly the proper utilization of that 
narrow strip of land for walks and plantings. The open semi- 
circle at the southwest corner of Asylum and Ford Streets, 
greatly relieves the congested condition, which always existed 
on this corner. Waiting passengers of the different lines of 
the street railway find it to be a convenient and safe waiting 
place, and the two walks leading south and west to Ford 
Street Bridge and the Union Place entrance respectively, are 
freely used by the public, and will be more so yet when the 
numerous trees, shrubs and vines planted along the banks, 
are once in their summer garb of leaves and flowers. One 
thousand (i,ooo) yards of the best loam obtainable, consisting 
of nothing but turf and the soil immediately below it, was 
used for the new filling and grading, and the result should be 
very gratifying in the way of a vigorous and healthy growth 
of the established plantings. Without exception, the soil on 
the whole of Bushnell Park consists of a very heavy clay and 
it is an absolute necessity to furnish the best of loam in 
liberal quantities to all future improvements, in way of plant- 
ings and the renewing of lawns. With this end in view, the 
same treatment was given to the new lawn around the Com- 
ing Fountain, six hundred (600) loads of good loam being 
used for the top dressing. 

The Corning Fountain was completed in July, with the 
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exception of three figures which were received later and 
placed on their pedestals in November. 

Some Elms and . Maples, fourteen trees in all, large and 
small, were removed along the drive from Asylum Street 
Bridge to Trinity Street, for the reason that they were seri- 
ously obstructing from Ford and Asylum Streets, the view of 
the Corning Fountain, and the whole section of the park in 
front of the Capitol. 

The driveway from Union Place entrance to the intersec- 
tion with the drives on the north side of the Capitol has been 
entirely reconstructed. While the grade has not been changed 
to any decided degree, its present grade sheds the water to 
properly arranged catch basins, and therefore prevents the 
washing along the steep incline, where washouts were the 
common occurrence in every storm. The road presents to- 
day a splendid piece of macadam, such as ought to be built 
on highways as well as pleasure drives. 

The office of the superintendent has been remodeled; an 
outer room, formerly used as a tool-room, being arranged for 
a drafting-room, for the Engineering Department. 

The changes greatly facilitate the work being carried on in 
connection with the preparation of surveys and plans for the 
construction work of the new parks and parkways.

Village Street, Tunnel, Franklin and Maple Avenue Greens 
were properly maintained, but no improvements were planned 
nor carried out. 

AT SIGOURNEY SQUARE 

a change in the arrangement of the existing plantings of 
shrubbery has been carried out. The original grouping of 
the shrubs being unsatisfactory, and the combination of the 
groups unharmonious, the groups were partly shifted to the 
corners and the boundary lines, to present cross-walking, and 
the plantings were confined to pleasing irregular outlines, 
while the variety of shrubs was increased by the introduction 
of other shrubs, which, through their different habits of 
growth, size and form, are intended to create a hannonious, 
pleasing effect. 

Two more flower beds were established last summer, this 
giving now one bed towards each of the boundary streets. 

LAFAYETTE STREET GREEN. 

It was found advisable to extend the new plantings some- 
what on the Lafayette Street side and to create an additional 
small planting on Washington Street opposite Buckingham 
Street, in order to entirely stop cross-walking. The plant- 
ings have proven a success and certainly add to the appear- 
ance of this little park. 
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BUCKINGHAM GREEN. 

A small planting has been established this spring, which 

will greatly benefit the looks of this little park, in its more 
or less prominent location. 

BARNARD PARK. 

Three more trees were removed this spring, and two young 
trees planted. Shrubs and trees planted here at the time of 
the remodeling and renovation of the park in '96-^97 are 
doing splendidly, and Barnard Park has increased 500 per 
cent, in its value and purpose, as a place of recreation, rest 
and pleasant surroundings.

The wading pool was completed in July and has been 
patronized all summer- by crowds of children. Their merry 
and frolicsome splashing, wading and spraying has been en- 
joyed as much by the numerous onlookers as by the children 
making use of same, and the popularity of this novel feature, 
I think, will become such as to call for similar layouts in 
other parks. 

A loose retaining wall of about 300 feet has been built along 
the narrow section, between the ponds and the Connecticut 
River, widening the connecting narrow strip of land, between 
the south section of the park, completed the year before, and the 
beautiful grove of maples to the north, the latter having been 
thoroughly pruned and cleaned of dead wood. Thus the 
broad promenade on the top of the river bank, from which 
such a splendid view of the river is obtained, has been ex- 
tended towards the grove, where it terminates, giving the 
visitor the freedom of the wide, shady, delightful, cool and 
breezy play and recreation grounds. 
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What a life there was down here at all times during the 
past summer months, and what a contrast to what it used to 
be in years gone by, before it was under the proper control 
and protection of the city authorities. The river and the 
groves and the meadows were there always, but in place of 
being the recreation grounds for the public in general, it used 
to be the rendezvous of the lowest class of individuals, crowd- 
ing together in every city. The better class of people did not 
care to visit the grounds on account of such frequenters, and 
for young people and children it was absolutely unsafe to 
venture below the southern end of the original ice pond. 

Now it is a park in the proper sense of the word, and is 
used and enjoyed as such by thousands of the people inhabiting 
the congested eastern part of the city. Not only do people 
flock theie in large numbers, but in contrast to former days 
they also seem to don their best clothing when they do go 
there. 

During the summer months the vacation schools established 
their outdoor headquarters there. Some swings, sand-boxes, 
stands. May poles and croquet fields were erected for them, 
and a happy contented flock and animating sight, were those 
children when they were at play under the watchful eyes of 
their teachers. 

The old unsightly boat house south of the pumping station 
and the old toll house at the end of the river bridge have 
been removed, and a new and very desirable entrance to 
Riverside Park has been established where the toll house used 
to be, at the foot of Morgan Street. Broad wooden steps and 
an eight-foot board walk several feet above the ground (Ele- 
vation 19) have been built, leading along the railroad retain- 
ing wall toward the pretty little grove of maple trees south 
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of the pumping station. A wooden bridge spans Meadow 
brook at this point, and the gravel walk continues along the 
east bank of the pumping station and connects with the 
promenade opposite the open shelter, A narrow board walk 
also leads from the last named bridge along the north shore 
of Meadow brook to the main entrance of the Park at the 
foot of Pleasant Street. 

Both of these walks greatly facilitate the approach to the 
Park and the bath houses, and the new entrance at the foot 
of Morgan Street has the great advantage of offering an ap- 
proach under the railroad tracks, in place of crossing at grade, 
as unfortunately is the case at Pleasant Street. 

About 6,000 shrubs and trees were planted on newly graded 
grounds, some of which suffered some damage through the 
freshets, and will have to be replaced, but the general condi- 
tion of the plantings is good. 

New commodious toilet rooms for both sexes have been es- 
tablished in a neat looking building erected for that purpose, 
at the north side of the caretaker's cottage, near the main en- 
trance. 

Messrs. Curtis & Johnson were the architects, and Messrs. 
Purves & Malcolm the builders. 

There remains a considerable amount of work yet to be 
done to develop the whole of this park area. The large pond 
intended for boating and skating purposes must be properly 
excavated and the shores graded. 

The large meadows to the north and the west must be 
graded and seeded down before they can be utilized as play- 
grounds, for which purpose they are reserved. All this, to- 
gether with the new layout of Water Street, requires time and 
the outlay of money. The popular demand for play-grounds. 
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I think, calls for the early preparation of these meadows for 
such use, as contemplated on the general plan, while the 
pond, I should think, can be left in its present state for some 
years to come. 

There is one thing that can justly be said of Riverside 
Park, and that without depreciating the value or purpose, of 
the other parks, and that is, that it has given more satisfac- 
tion towards the proper fulfillment of its purpose, and has 
benefited and is appreciated by more people in need and want 
of such grounds of rest and recreation than any other in the 
park system. 
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pOPE paRK. 



Only a small amount of grading has been done on this 
park during the past year, but some extensive plantings have 
been carried out last spring and fall. The large steep bank 
along the south side of Park Street, west of Laurel Street, 
has been properjy graded down, and received a liberal top 
dressing of good loam, procured from the low meadows known 
as Nethermead. 

The old Schackley house, which used to stand opposite the 
Motor Carriage works, has been sold and removed. A ten- 
foot walk, establishing a direct connection between Park and 
Hamilton Streets, has been built along the east brow of the 
hill. This walk will become in time very attractive, as it 
affords a splendid view over Hollowmead, and in fact over 
the whole eastern section of Pope Park. 

When operations were first begun on Pope Park a mutual 
agreement with Col. A. A. Pope had been made, to the effect 
that the Park Department could take all the loam and gravel 
available out of the bank on the south side of Park Street, 
between the park. Side Road and Zion Street, which it need- 
ed for filling and walks on Pope Park, provided the Depart- 
ment would agree, upon the completion of such work, to re- 
grade the bank to certain lines furnished and established by 
the landscape architect of Mr. A. A. Pope. About 30,000 
loads of materials were procured from this bank for filling 
and top dressing of banks and lawns, and the building of all 
the walks. 
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It is quite evident that this was a very advantageous arrange- 
ment for Pope Park, since it furnished all the necessary, and 
for that purpose splendid material, at the small cost of trans- 
portation. 

According to the agreement Mr. Pope's bank has been graded 
to the proper given lines last fall at a cost of eight hundred 
(800) dollars, and the grade established does greatly benefit 
the appearance of that section of Pope Park, as it is in har- 
mony with the gentle slopes of the park proper, and opens a 
view of the park, approaching from Zion Street. 

The banks along the north and west boundary line of the 
Orphan Asylum, and being a part of the Asylum property, 
were graded and prepared for broader plantations, and the ex- 
pense of these improvements were jointly borne by the 
Trustees of the Asylum and this Department, the good loam 
being taken from the Asylum grounds. This improvement 
greatly helps the good appearance of the surroundings of the 
Tennis Courts. 

The total amount of shrubs and trees put on Pope Park 
during last year was about 30,000. 

The Street Department has set the curb and gutters and 
laid a flagstone along Park Street and this Department has 
planted the elm trees between the curb and walk, providing 
the trees with large holes filled with good loam. The trees 
grow up quickly and a few years hence that section of Park 
Street will be one of the finest thoroughfares of the city. 

Good sized maples and elms have also been planted on the 
hill to be known as High Mall, and while the grading of the 
Terraces as contemplated may be postponed for a few years, 
the trees will grow and soon provide shade and be the orna- 
ment for which they were planted. 
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The so far completed part of Pope Park is undoubtedly 
greatly enjoyed by the inhabitants of that part of the city and 
will be more so from year to year, in the same measure as the 
established plantings of trees and shrubs, and the lawns be- 
come mature and afford the pleasure and attractions for the 
creation of which they were planted, and also in the same 
measure as the surrounding sections of the city are built up 
and become populated. 

Considerable work remains to be done, but while the 
grading of the Terraces and Pergola, the walks along the 
river on its east and west shores, and other contemplated im- 
provements can safely be postponed for some years to come, 
the one feature in demand in the near future, as at Riverside 
Park, being play-grounds. 

The large lawn, Hollowmead, is now firmly established, 
and while its topography is not favorable for base-ball, it 
nevertheless will be a splendid play-ground for chiidren of all 
ages. Nethermead and Thithermead, both splendidly located 
offer ample grounds for base-ball fields, and the necessary 
gradings do not require a very large outlay of labor and money. 
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gOUTH paRK. 



The forest clearing on this large area has been practically 
completed, bnt there remains considerable cleaning to be 
done, which work is, as a rule, reserved for the winter months, 
at which time it can be done to great advantage. The clean- 
ing during the last year consisted mostly in the removal of 
trees, obstructing desirable and important lines of view, and 
forming objectionable hedgerows along old boundary lines. 
A large number of the trees removed were on land only deed- 
ed to the city this past year, belonging formerly to Mr. E. S. 
Goodrich. The whole of the territory has been fenced in, the 
total length of the fence being 13,400 feet or 2.54 miles. 

The low meadow south of the Munsill Grove, containing 
about 22 acres, and which used to be in its original state a 
marsh of the worst description, has been properly graded and 
seeded, and presents to-day a meadow of great beauty. 

Late in the fall the construction of a section of the contem- 
plated driveways has been started. The road under construc- 
tion enters the park at the intersection of Maple Avenue and 
South Street and swings, in graceful, curving lines, in a 
southeasterly direction, first through the Munsill Grove, and 
then through the Hubbard tract, towards and through the 
beautiful grove of splendid oak, maple, ash, beech and chest- 
nut trees, formerly the Seymour property, where it temporar- 
ily terminates, at a point in the vicinity of the proposed boat- 
house. 
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The road is laid out 24 feet in width, and is built according^ 
to accompanying cross section plans, furnished by Messrs. 
Olmstead Brothers. 
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TYPiCAL CbossS Section 

Fourteen large catch basins for the purpose of taking caie 
of the watershed of the new road have been built and con- 
nected with the existing main drains. 

About 25 acres of underdrained land have been plowed open 
last fall for the beneficial action of the frost on the soil, same 
to be graded and seeded down this coming spring and fall. 

The work under way will be pushed ahead as rapidly as 
possible during the early part of this season so as to open that 
northeast section of the park to the public during the summer. 

The hemlock and pine plantings along the Ridge Road are 
in splendid condition, especially so in consideration of the 
drought they had to go through from the time they were 
planted till late in fall. The loss of plants, caused partly by 
the effect of the long voyage and partly by the above men- 
tioned drought, amounted to about 18 per cent, which is not 
bad for coniferous plants, handled under the circumstances 
described. 

A small tract of land has been planted with various nursery 
stock, for which there was no room at the Nurseries proper. 

There can be little doubt that as soon as the public becomes 
familiar with the beauty and the possibilities of the South Park 
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lands, the demand for the early construction of all the con- 
templated roads and walks will become general. There is 
one great factor which will help to facilitate such construc- 
tion work, and that is, that fortunately an abundance of 
road materials, such as stone and gravel, is at hand on the 
grounds. It is found directly below the brow of the hill 
which is to form the concourse. 
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^IiIZaBETH pSRK. 



The building of roads, paths and the necessary filling and 
grading in connection with same, has been the principal work 
performed on this park during the last year. 

x\ll roads and paths west of Prospect Avenue, with the ex- 
ception of the short section on the east side of the Nursery, 
are completed and have been in use during the latter part of 
last season. 

Very extensive filling was necessary to bring the road up 
to the proper level where same turns along the brow of the 
hill named ** Sun Down,'' and from where a splendid view 
over the Trout Brook Valley and Talcott Mountain chain is 
had. It involved not only the necessary filling for the road 
proper, but also for the western slope of the hill towards 
Steele Street. The needed materials for this work were ob- 
tained by the lowering of Asylum Avenue, directly east of its 
intersection with Steele Street. At this point the grade of 
Asylum Avenue was cut down nine (9) feet from its original 
highest point of that section. The new established grade is 
a decided improvement to the highway itself and the abut- 
ting land on both sides, the banks on both sides being prop- 
erly graded down to pleasing, natural grades. 

The total length of drives so far constructed on Elizabeth 
Park is 1.5 miles, and that of the walk 3 miles. 

The low tract of land west of the Meadow road has been 
cleaned from all underbrush, spaded over, graded, fertilized 
and seeded down, and presents now an attractive wood meadow, 
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a well-connecting harmonious link between the lawns and 
well kept groves to the east and the natural undisturbed wood 
land to the west. 

One improvement which seems to attract a great deal of at- 
tention is the rockery built last summer on the east shore of 
Laurel Pond. 

Several spruce trees were removed at the foot of what used 
to be a small orchard. Through the removal of same a charm- 
ing view was opened over the Pond, Laurel Grove, and the 
wood meadow in the background. All the apple trees in this 
small orchard were removed and the grounds graded and 
seeded down to a gentle sloping, rolling lawn between the 
Evergreen Road and the above mentioned rcckery. The 
rocky steep shores of the little bay which the pond forms 
here, planted with ferns and a large assortment of wild flow- 
ers, together with the remaining pine and spruce trees on 
both sides and the lakelet and woods in the background, give 
this section a decidedly picturesque appearance. 

The rustic wooden bridge on the Nursery Road spanning 
Stony Brook directly east of its outlet of aquatic pond, has 
been removed, and a rustic stone bridge, built with large 
boulders, has been erected in its place, and is quite in har- 
mony with the previously arranged shores and outlines of the 
little brook. The accompanying sketch explains the con- 
struction of the bridge. The stones for all this rock work 
were procured from pasture and wood lots five or six miles 
away, near the Tacott Mountains. 

A flock of 35 sheep was bought last summer and they were 
pastured on the meadows and lawns. Their presence greatly 
enlivens the landscape, gives pleasure and enjoyment to the 
visitors, and benefits the grounds on which they pasture. I 
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believe sheep husbandry will prove a beneficial undertaking 
and an additional attraction to certain parks. It was thought 
wise to start on a small scale, extending its scope as the field 
for its enlargement would develop. The flock has increased 
itself to 55 head, and is housed in temporary buildings near 
the sand courts. 

Final plans for the development of East Lawn have been 
prepared by your Superintendent and have been adopted by 
your Board, this making the general plan of Elizabeth Park 
complete. The execution of said plans will involve a con- 
siderable amount of grading and filling. Its early execution 
is not very essential, except possibly the proposed East Lawn 
Road, whose easy grade of five per cent, will be a great ad- 
vantage over the present steep grade of eight per cent, on 
Asylum Avenue.

Some changes have been made in the large bam for the 
purpose of providing shelter for watering carts, wagons and 
other necessary implements. The boxstalls have been torn 
out, and six regular horse stalls have been built in their place. 
Fully two-thirds of the whole bam room has in this way been 
reserved for storage purposes. 
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The (Nurseries. 



are in a very flourishing condition, and well stocked, and 
have furnished, with the exception of some large trees and 
some imported conifers and rhododendrons, all the shrubs and 
trees used for the extensive plantings at the various new 
parks. 

The accompanying Balance sheet for May i, 1900, shows 
that during spring and fall of 1899, 49,733 trees, shrubs and 
vines, at a total value (wholesale quotations) of $5,148.77 
have been planted out at the different parks. The stock on 
hand at the Nurseries amounts to 193,772 plants at a value 
$12,529.05. 

GREENHOUSES AND FLORICULTURE. 

During the past summer and fall some flowering plants 
were cultivated and kept at the greenhouses, and they were 
v^ry much admired by the visiting public. Very fine col- 
lections of tuberous begonias, canas, chrysanthemums and 
geraniums, etc., were cultivated to perfection, a^id attracted 
much attention. The greenhouses are not in use for propa- 
gating purposes of nursery stock during those months, and 
such a display was thought to be desirable and instructive, 
and the result and the appreciation shown by the public has 
been very gratifying. 

With the view in mind that public grounds and parks 
should not only be attractive, but also instructive, and that 
"the public in general, besides finding recreation, rest and en-

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joyment, should also see some examples of floriculture garden- 
ing and in and outdoor decorations, which they may repeat and 
reproduce on their own grounds and houses, it is the earnest 
desire of your Superintendent to bring the floriculture at our 
own parks to its deserving high standard and maintain it at 
same. That can be done by introducing and propagating, 
from year to year, such novelties of plants that may attract 
and deserve the attention of the lovers of flowers, and by 
using them for the embellishment of certain especially se- 
lected localities at some of the parks. 

West Bushnell Park, in connection with the Coming 
Fountain, and the contemplated changes and improvements 
of the Terrace, demands, from an architectural and gardening 
point of view, a formal layout, with a liberal display of flower 
beds, flowering shrubs and decorative plants. It should be- 
come the Public Garden of Hartford. 

Elizabeth Park also is entitled to such a display, and is at 
present the park which receives such treatment. As such it 
^will act as a beginning, as a training school, for what should 
in later years become a most attractive feature of our beauti- 
ful and popular Bushnell Park. It should be made the best 
display of its kind between New York and Boston. 

As the development of the new parks progresses, and the 
necessary plantings of trees and shrubs for their embellish- 
ment are nearing completion, the demands on the Nurseries 
for that class of plants will become less and less, and the ex- 
pense in that direction will become accordingly smaller, and 
Avill, therefore, allow more extensive operations in line of 
floriculture. The present range of greenhouses, however, 
while large enough for the present demands, will be inade- 
quate for the output of the number and the class of decora- 
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tive plants required on the scope as outlined above, and I may 
be permitted at this early date to express the harmless but 
sincere hope that either throngh the gift of some public phil- 
anthropist, of which the Hartford Park System had in the 
past so liberal examples, or through funds left from the Pond 
fund after Elizabeth Park is completed, the Department will 
be enabled to extend thi>> plant, and also provide a show 
house (large conservatory) for indoor display of flowering and 
decorative plants, etc. 
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paRKWSYS. 



The only actual work performed on Parkways consists of 
the rounding off of the northeast corner at the intersection of 
Woodland Street and Fannington Avenue, and also the south- 
west comer of Farmington Avenue and Forest Street. A 
similar treatment is under way at the northeast corner of 
Forest and Hawthorne Streets.- At each of those corners 
proper curb and gutter stones have been set and stone walks 
laid. 

Surveys and plans for the North Meadow Drive (including 
a speedway), which will form the connecting Parkway be- 
tween Riverside and Keney Parks, are under way, and will 
be submitted by the landscape architects in the near future. 

In connection with the intended Parkway between Pope 
and South Parks, I wish to again call the attention of the 
Board to the tract of land between Zion and Summit Streets. 
There are some plans at the office of the Street Commission- 
ers furnished by Mr. Fred Law Olmsted in 1893, relating to 
the layout and grades of the road at the west side of Trinity 
College. 

I would suggest that your Superintendent be authorized to 
make a survey of those grounds during the coming year, and 
that the landscape architects be instructed to prepare plans 
for their treatment, adjusting same as far as possible to the 
lines and grades of the road plans mentioned above. While 
the execution of the plans, if adopted, could be postponed for 
years, said plans would enable the intelligent treatment of 
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the grounds in the way of plantings, which latter I consider 
very essential towards the preservation and improved appear- 
ance of those rocky cliffs, which, while they are now pictur- 
esque in themselves, look very monotonous in their Barren 
nakedness* 

THE ANCIENT CEMETERY, 

which came under the control of this Department last sum- 
mer, has undergone some needed changes. Late in fall, be- 
fore frost set, the whole area was spaded over to admit the 
action of the frost into the ground. In March 13 of the 25 
trees were removed and the remainder cleaned of dead wood. 
A planting plan has been prepared, and the necessary good 
loam for such plantings and for the top dressing of the lawn 
is being brought on the ground now. All walks have been 
abolished, and the new plantings and fresh lawns will greatly 
improve the appearance of this historic burial ground. 
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Tools mh Implements. 



All repairs to tools and implements as far as possible are 
done at the repair shop at Bushnell Park, by our own men. 
All the horse and hand lawn mowers have been repaired dur- 
ing the winter months, and all the settees have been repaired 
and painted, etc. 

The inventory of Tools, Implements, Furniture and Mate- 
rials, etc., on hand shows a total value of $7,967.93. 



.LaBOR. 

The different and extensive operations herein described, 
have been carried out at the different parks, necessarily re- 
quiring the employment of large bodies of men and teams. In 
the employment of laborers citizens, and especially long time 
residents of Hartford, are always given the first chance and 
receive the preference as long as they give satisfaction and 
are able to do a full day's work. Citizenship, however, does 
not protect a man from discharge if his work is not satisfac- 
tory, be it by neglect of duty, incapability, disobedience, or 
any other cause which justifies his discharge.

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APPENDIX A. 



Amending the Charter of the City of Hartford, 

Resolved by this Asse^nbly: — 

Section i. That the public parks of the city of Hartford, now 
in existence, and those which may hereafter be established, whether 
within or without the corporate limits of said city, together with all 
park property which may be acquired, shall be under the manage, 
ment, care and controlof a board under the name and style of the 
Board of Park Commissioners. Said Board shall consist of ten 
persons to be appointed as hereinafter provided, and the mayor of 
the city, who shall be ex- officio a member of said Board. Five mem- 
bers of this Board shall be the Park Commissioners of the present 
commission, who shall serve out the term of office to which they 
have hitherto been appointed. These five Commissioners, with the 
mayor of the city, shall, on or before the first day of May, 1895, by 
a majority vote, appoint five other members of said Board with the 
advice and consent of the board of alderman, and whose several 
terms of office shall begin at the date of their appointment ; the first 
to serve for a term of six years, the second for a term of seven 
years, the third to serve for a term of eight years, the fourth to serve 
for a term of nine years, the fifth to serve for a term of ten years, 
and until their successors in office have been appointed and qualified. 
At the expiration of the term of office of each of the aforesaid ten 
commissioners, his successor in office shall be appointed by a 
majority vote of the Board, by and with the consent and advice of 
the board of alderman, to serve for a term often years, and until his 
successor in office has been appointed and qualified. But any mem- 
ber of said Board who shall be hereafter appointed to serve for the 
full term of ten years shall not, at the expiration of such full term, 
be eligible for reappointment to succeed himself. Any vacancy 
which may occur, through death, resignation, or otherwise, may 
be filled for the unexpired term by a majority vote of the commission 
and the approval of the board of aldermen. No compensation for 
services on said commission shall be allowed to any member there- 
of, except to the secretary. Each commissioner, however, shall be 
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entitled to receive his actual disbursements for necessary expenses 
in the performance of any duty imposed upon him by the direction 
of the said Board of Commissioners. The office of any one of the said 
Park Commissioners who shill not attend the meetings of the Board 
for three successive months, after having been duly notified of such 
meetings, without reason therefor satisfactory to faid Board, or 
without leave of absence from said Board, shall by said Board be de- 
clared vacant ; and they shall proceed to fill the vacancy for the un- 
expired term, as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 2. The said Board of Park Commissioners shall annually, 
in May, choose one of their number to be president of the Board, 
and another as vice-president ; and the said Board shall elect a 
secretary, who, in the discretion of the Board, may be one of their 
own number, at a salary not exceeding five hundred dollars per 
annum ; but the said salary, and all other expenses of the commis- 
sion, shall be paid out of the annual appropriation. At all meetings, 
except such as are especially called for the appointment of a com- 
missioner, six shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of bus- 
ness. At no meeting shall it be proper to proceed to the appoint- 
ment of a new commissioner unless the mayor of the city be present ; 
and at. all meetings called for this purpose the mayor shall preside 
and certify to the appointment before it be transmitted to the board 
of aldermen for their consent. The said Board of Park Commissioners 
shall have full and exclusive power to make rules and by laws for 
the orderly transaction of their business. The Board shall keep an 
accurate record and books of account, and shall annually transmit 
to the court of common council a full and detailed report and state- 
ment of all its acts and doings, together with a complete and item- 
ized account of all receipts and disbursements. The books of ac- 
count and records of the Board shall at all times be open to the in- 
spection of the mayor, and subject to an annual audit by the proper 
municipal officer. It shall be the duty of the mayor, or other pro- 
per municipal officer, to assign a suitable and convenient office, in 
some public building, to the use of the Board of Park Commissioners, 
with proper vault or safe for the protection of their books and 
papers ; and until such office is provided, to the satisfaction of said 
Board, they are hereby authorized to rent an office at an expense of 
not more than fifty dollars per month. Said Board shall have power 
to appoint or employ such superintendents, engineers, architects, 
and other officers and employes as it may deem necessary, and shall 
prescribe and define their respective duties, powers, and authority, 
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and shall fix and regulate the compensation to be paid to the several 
persons so employed. 

Sec. 3. The Board constituted as aforesaid, shall have the care» 
management, and control of all parks and grounds used for park 
purposes, all boulevards, connecting parks and structures, thereon, 
and park-ways, now or hereafrer owned by or in the control of the 
city of Hartford, within or without the corporate limits of the city, 
and may give proper designating names thereto. The Board shall 
have power to acquire, and the city of Hartford to hold, property, 
whether within or without the corporate limits of said city, for the 
purpose of establishing public parks and public squares, or the en- 
larging of existing parks, or for boulevards, connecting parks, or 
park-ways, by condemnation, or by contract for the same; to ac- 
cept conveyances thereof; to receive gifts, donations, or devices of 
Imd or other property for park purposes ; to lay out and to im- 
prove with walks, drives, and roads, to build necessary culverts and 
bridges, to drain, plant, and otherwise at their discretion to im- 
prove and adorn the parks, and other park property thus held or ac- 
quired by said board ; to erect such buildings as shall be needed 
for the purposes of administration, or for the use, protection, and re- 
freshment of the public ; provid£ds /lowever; ih2(t in no case sliall any 
expenditure be made in excess of the amount previously appropriat- 
ed. The said Board shall have power to make and alter, frqm time 
to time, all needful rules and regulations for the maintenance of 
order, safety, and decency in said parks, both within and without 
the limits of the city, and to affix penalties for disobedience thereto; 
which rules and regulations shall have the force of ordinances of the 
city of Hartford; provided, that no such rule or regulation shall be 
of any effect unless it shall have been first approved by the board of 
aldermen, and then published in full in one or more of the daily 
newspapers published in Hartford, and also printed and posted in 
conspicuous places within the limits of the property to which such 
regulation is intended to apply. For the purpose of enforcing such 
rules and regulations, all such parks and property, whether within 
or without the limits of said city, are hereby placed under the police 
jurisdiction of the city of Hartford; and complaints for the violation 
of such regulations may be made by the prosecuting attorney to 
the police court of said city. Any member of the police department 
may arrest, without warrant, in any of such parks or places, whether 
within or without the limits of the city of Hartford, any person who 
has broken any park rule, or committed any other offence in said 
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park ; and the police court of Hartford shall have jurisdiction of all 
misdemeanors committed within the limits of said parks. 

Sec. 4. The said Board of Commissioners shall have sole power 
to determine the places in said parks and park-ways, and in other 
property under their control, where sewer, gas, and water pipes shall 
be laid; and no trench, for these purposes, shall be opened until the 
Commissioners shall have designated the location of the same, and 
given permission in writing. No telegraph, telephone, or electric 
light wires, or other wires, or posts or supports therefor, shall be 
erected in, upon, through, or over said parks or park-ways, without 
the consent in writing of said Board, who shall designate the place 
«ind the manner of erecting and maintaining the same, to be altered 
at such time and in such manner, and under such conditions as the 
said Board may deem best. 

Sec. 5. All real and personal estate of the city, used for park 
purposes, within the limits of any other town, shall be exempted 
from taxation. 

•Sec. 6. For the purpose of providing necessary funds for the 
purchase or improvement of lands for park property, and for such 
other purposes as are herein provided for, the city of Hartford is 
hereby authorized and empowered to issue its bonds to an amount 
not exceeding three hundred thousand dollars, payable in not more 
than fifty years from their dates, and bearing interest not exceeding 
four per centum, per annum, payable semi-annually in such manner 
and form as shall be determined by the mayor and the court of com- 
mon council of said city. And within thirty days after the passage 
of this act, the mayor of the city shall submit to the qualified electors 
of the city the proposition to issue the bonds of the city to the 
amount aforesaid, the proceeds of the sale of which shall be exclu- 
sively applied, under the direction and at the discretion of the Board 
of Park Commissioners, to the acquisition, lay-out, and improvement 
of land for public parks, park- ways, or boulevards established as ap- 
proaches to, or for the purpose of connecting parks, and for the other 
purposes set forth in section three; but the said Board shall make 
no expenditure of said proceeds, or contract of expenditure thereof, 
involving liability to the city of Hartford exceeding the amount of 
the bonds thus issued. Such election shall be conducted, and the 
result determined, as in other city elections. 

Sec. 7. For the purpose of providing necessary funds for the 
care and improvement of park property, and to meet the expenses 
of the Board of Park Commissioners, the court of common council 
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of the city shall, in each year, levy and cause to be collected a tax 
of not less than five cents upon each one hundred dollars of value of 
all the property within the city taxable for municipal purposes. All 
moneys collected and arising from the said tax shall be paid by the 
tax collector, or other officer collecting the same, into the treasury 
of the city and shall be deemed, thereupon, appropriated and set 
apart for the maintenance, preservation, and improvement of said 
parks and grounds ; and shall be paid out by the city treasurer up- 
on warrants signed by at least three members of the said Board ot 
Park Commissioners. 

Sec. 8. The said Board of Park Commissioners shall have 
power to connect any public park under its control with any other 
park over which it has jurisdiction, by a boulevard or park- way ; 
and whenever, in their judgment, necessary, they may designate, 
as such, any existing highway, or parts thereof, which shall there- 
upon be deemed a part of said park-way ; but the same shall remain 
under the control of the city authorities now having jurisdiction 
thereof 

Sec. 9. The term "park property'* includes all parks, squares, 
and areas of land within the management of said board ; and all 
buildings, structures, improvements, seats, benches, fountains, boats, 
floats, walks, drives, roads, trees, plants, herbages, flowers, and 
other things thereon, and enclosures of the same; and all shade 
trees on streets or thoroughfares, resting places, watering stations, 
play grounds, parade grounds, or the like ; and all connecting park- 
ways and roads or drives between parks ; and all avenues, roads, 
ways, drives, walks, with all trees, shrubbery, vines, flowers, and 
ornaments of any description ; and all birds, animals, or curiosities, 
or objects of interest or instruction, and all tools and implements 
placed in or on any of such inclosures, ways, park-ways, roads, or 
places ; and said included terms shall be liberally construed 

Sec. 10. No member of said Board of Park Commissioners 
shall be concerned in any contract with the said Board, or any of its 
departments or institutions, either as contractor, sub contractor, 
bondsman, or party directly or indirectly interested. If any mem- 
ber of the Board be the owner of, or interested in, any property 
necessary, in the opinion of a majority of the other members of the 
Board, to be taken for park purposes, then proceedings shall be by 
condemnation, and such facts of ownership and interest shall be fully 
set forth in the petition. 

Sec. II. The Board shall not be compelled to accept any gift 
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or offer of land which, in its judjijment, is unsuited to park purposes, 
or the improvement of which would entail an injudicious outlay. 

Sec. 12. The said Board shall, at its discretion, have power to 
lease any buildings or land not needed for immediate improvement, 
for a term not to exceed three years ; the proceeds to be paid into 
the city treasury, and to be placed at the disposal of the said Board 
as an addition to the annual appropriation. 

Sec. 13. Real and personal property may be granted, be- 
queathed, devised, or conveyed to the said city, for the purpose of the 
improvement or ornamentation of said parks or approaches, or for 
the establishment or maintenance therein of museums, zoological or 
other gardens, collections of natural history, observatories, monu- 
ments, statues, fountains, or oiher works of art, upon such trusts 
and conditions as may be prescribed by the grantors or devisors 
thereof, and accepted by the common council of said city. All 
property so devised, granted, bequeathed or conveyed, and the 
rents, issues, profits, and income thereof, shall be subject to the ex- 
clusive management, direction, and control of the said Board of 
Park Commissioners. 

Sec. 14. The said Park Commission, on behalf of the city ot 
Hartford, shall have power to take, by condemnation, land for park 
or park- way purposes ; and if the said Park Commission cannot, for 
any cause, agree with the owner or owners of any land which they shall 
decide to take for public park purposes, whether within or without the 
limits of the city of Hartford, as to the compensation to be paid 
therefor, the damages which will accrue to such owner or owners by 
such purchase and the compensation to be paid for such lands in view 
thereof, shall be estimated and determined by three appraisers, to be 
appointed by the superior court of Hartford county, or any judge 
thereof, on application of said Park Commissioners, after reasonable 
notice of such application shall have been given to such owner or 
owners. Said appraisers shall notify all parties in interest of the 
time and place of hearing, and shall make return in writing of their 
appraisal and award to the clerk of the superior court, who shall 
record the same ; and the amount of such award shall be paid by 
said Park Commission within sixty days after the filing of such award, 
or, incase of an appeal, after the final award in the premises, out of 
any funds at their disposal, other than the annual appropriation, to 
the person or persons entitled thereto, or deposited to the order of 
such person or persons with the treasurer of the city of Hartford. 
But either party may, within sixty days, appeal to the superior 
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cDurt. or any judge thereof, to set aside such award, and to order a 
re-hearing for irregularity or improper conduct connected with such 
hearing and appraisal. 

The fees of the appraisers and the clerk shall be paid by the 
Park Commission from the funds aforesaid; and the lands embraced 
in the application shall not be occupied by the Park Commission, nor 
sequestered lor park purposes, until the compensation therefor as 
finally awarded or agreed upon shall have been paid to the person 
or persons entitled thereto, or received to his or their satisfaction, or 
deposited with the treasurer of the city of Hartford to his or their 
use. 

All the owners of different tracts of land which are contiguous or 
which are to be included in the same park may be joined in the same 
application if convenient, and the court or judge may appoint a 
single board of appraisers to determine and award the compensation 
to be paid to the owners of each tract in the same report of their 
findings. 

Sec. 15. The bonds authorized in the first section of this act 
shall be prepared by the city treasurer of Hartford, and shall be is- 
sued by him, from time to time, in such amounts as the Park Com- 
mission shall require. Such bonds shall in no case be sold or dis- 
posed of for less than par, and the avails of such as shall be issued 
shall be kept by the city treasurer as a special fund, subject to the 
order of the Park Commission, and shall be paid by him only on 
such orders. 

Sec. 16. So much of the charter of the city of Hartford as is 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act is hereby repealed ; and 
the provisions of this act, so far as they apply to the powers of said 
city and its officers, shall be regarded as an amendment of said city 
charter.

RESOLUTION AMENDING "A RESOLUTION AMENDING THE

Resole ed by this Assembly : 

Section i. The resolution hitherto passed by this General 
Assembly, amending the charter of the city of Hartford, and ap- 
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proved March 21, 1895, is hereby amended by adding at the end of 
the first section of said resolution the following clause, to wit: **Up- 
on the expiration of the term of office of that member of the Board 
of Park Commissioners whose term expires in April, 1895, the re- 
maining commissioners with the mayor of the city may appoint his 
successor in office, by and with the consent and advice of the board 
of aldermen, to serve for the term of five years and until his suc- 
cessor in office has been appointed and qualified.*' 

Sec. 2. Section 15 of said resolution is hereby amended by 
substituting the word *' sixth " for the word ** first*' in the first line 
of said section, so that said section as amended shall read as fol- 
lows: 

"Sec. 15. The bonds authorized in the sixth section of this 
act shall be prepared by the city treasurer of Hartford, and shall be 
issued by him from time to time in such amounts as the Park Com- 
mission shall require. Such bonds shall in no case be sold or 
disposed of for less than par, and the avails of such as shall be issued 
sh ill be kept by the city treasurer as a special fund, subject to the 
order of the Park Commission, and shall be paid by him only on 
such orders.

By-Law^s Governing tha Administrative Action of the Board 

of Park Commissioners of Hartford. 

MEETINGS. 

There shall be regular meetings of the Commissioners on the 
first Monday in each month, and as many adjourned or special 
meetings as may be necessary. 

The President shall have power to call a special meeting of the 
Commissioners whenever in his judgment it may be expedient, and 
h3 shall also call a special meeting upon the request in writing ot 
four members of the Board. 

At all special meetings no other business shall be transacted 
(unless by unanimous consent of the members present) than such as 
shall have been stated as the object of the meeting in the notice sent 
out. 

Any business may be transacted at any meeting which shall 
have been continued from the regular monthly meeting by adjourn- 
ment. The Secretary shall send by post written notices of all regu- 
lar, adjourned, and special meetirgs to each Commissioner at least 
24 hours before holding the same, and in the case of special meetings 
a brief statement of its object shall be added. 

OFFICERS. 

The President shall preside at all meetings when present, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided in the charter. He shall name the mem- 
bers of all committees unless otherwise ordered by the Board, and 
may at his discretion act with any committee whenever his advice 
or assistance may be needed. 

The Vice-President shall preside at all meetings whenever the 
President is not present, except as otherwise provided in the charter. 
And in the absence of the President he shall discharge all the duties 
which are usual and proper for the President of the Board. 

The Secretary shall keep accurate records and books of ac- 
count, and prepare annually a full and detailed report and statement 
of all the acts and doings of the Board, together with an itemized 
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account of all receipts and disbursements of money. He shall also 
prepare all papers and reports for the meetings of the Board, and 
for Committees. He shall receive and conduct the correspondence 
of the Board; issue all official notices, and perform such other duties 
as the Board may from time to time direct. 

He shall preserve and keep record of all reports, maps, books, 
or documents which maybe owned or purchased by or presented to 
the Board, and shall exchange annual reports or public documents 
with other boards or institutions. 

He shall receive from the City Treasurer from time to time out 
of the appropriation the money needed to meet the obligations of 
the Board, and disburse the same, taking proper vouchers then for. 

He shall make to the Board each month a statement of the re- 
ceipts and disbursements for the month past, and in the proper 
keeping of his books of account and records be subject to the direc- 
tions of the Finance Committee. 

The following Standing Committees shall be appointed: 

1. A Committee of four on Finance. 

2. A Committee of three on Employment. 

3. A Committee on the Care and Management of Existing 
Parks. 

4. A Committee on the Improvement of Parks and the Ex- 
tension of the Park System. 

5. An Auditing Committee of Two. 

First —Th^ Committee on Finance shall have charge of all bills 
and accounts against the Board, and shall examine and approve the 
same before payment is made. All warrants drawn* upon the City 
Treasurer shall be signed by three members of the Board of Park 
Commissioners. 

They shall supervise and make frequent examinations ot the 
books and records of the Secretary, and direct him in the proper 
keeping of the same. 

Second — The Committee on Employment shall receive and con- 
sider applications from all persons desiring to enter the service of 
the Park Commission (except in the case of salaried officers, or those 
whose appo'ntment is authorized by the Board). But the Superin- 
tendent may employ, for a period not exceeding one month, such 
ordinary help as the emergency requires, without first consulting 
the Employment Committee; however, it shall be his duty to report 
to said Committee, at least once a month in writing the number so 
employed and the wages agreed upon in each individual case. The 
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committee shall have power to fix the compensation of all employes 
i whose wages do not exceed $50 per month 

Third — The Committee on the Care and Management of Ex- 
isting Parks shall have the direction and control of them and of all 
persons employed upon them. Any extensive alterations or im- 
/ provements shall, however, be submitted to the Board for its 

approval. 
i Fourth — The Committee on Improvements of Parks and the 

Vr r^ Extension of the Park System shall prepare a scheme for the layout 
p and improvement of Pope Park and other parks and connecting 
f park- ways, wherever it may seem to the Committee to be advisable, 
I and they shall have power to employ competent landscape archi- 

; . tects and engineers to assist them. Such schemes must be submit- 
ted, with all necessary plans and surveys, to the Board for its action 
before adoption. 

Fifth— The Auditing Committee shall once in three months ex- 
amine the books and accounts of the Secretary and compare the 
vouchers therewith, and also certify to the correctness of his annual 
statement ; they shall have each year a detailed inventory made of 
all movable property belonging to the commission. 

These by-laws may be amended or appealed at any regular 
meeting by a two-thirds vote of the members present, provided 
notice of the proposed change shall have been given in the call for 
• the meeting.

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APPENDIX C. 



RULES AND REGULATIONS, 

The Board of Park Commissioners, by virtue of the authority 
vested in them, hereby make and ordain the following rules and 
regulations for the managements of the parks of the city of Hart- 
ford. Any person who shall violate any of the following rules and 
regulations, * 'shall forfeit and pay for the use of the city treasurer a 
fine not exceeding thirty-five dollars. ' * 

It is forbidden: — i. To enter or leave any park, except by the 
regular approaches thereto; to walk upon any boarder, or to cross 
any lawn, except in such place as is or shall have been set apart as 
common; or unless it be on public occasions, when the use of the 
park, for the purpose of assembly, shall have been granted by the 
Commissioners. 

2. To climb or get upon any tree, statue, fence, railing or 
other structure, in any park. 

3. To cut, write upon, deface, defile, or otherwise injure, any 
building, bridge, fence, statue, fountain, seat, or other structure, 
upon any park. 

4. To permit any animal to pass over, or stray upon, any park 
area; provided, that this prohibition shall not apply to dogs, when 
led by a cord or chain not exceeding six feet in length. 

5. To cut, break, or otherwise injure, any tree or shrub, or 
any part thereof ; to cut, pluck, or otherwise remove, any blossom 
or other part of any plant or flower in any park. 

6. To throw, sport with, or to carry on, to, or about, any 
stick, stone, lump, or other missile on any park. 

7. To scatter or leave upon any park any paper, rag, gar- 
bage, or other litter. 

8. To void any urine, dung, or other excrement, within the 
limits of any park; excepting in such place or apartment as is, or 
shall be, specially provided for such purpose; and in the latter case, 
it is forbidden to use or enter any apartment established for persons 
of the opposite sex exclusively. 
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9. To exhibit any signs, placards, flags, or advertising <le- 
vices ; to play any games of chance ; to make any fire ; to have 
any intoxicating beverage ; to play any musical instrument ; to 
solicit any money or subscriptions ; to make any speech or harangue; 
to follow or annoy any other visitor, on any park. 

10. To drive or propel any vehicle, bicycle, tricycle, wheel- 
barrow, or hand-cart, on any park, excepting on regular carriage 
roads ; to skate or slide upon or cross any walk upon any park ; or 
to slide or coast on any driveway. 

11. To ride or drive any horse or team at a rate faster than 
eight miles an hour ; to drive any heavy team, cart, public carriage 
^^ithout passengers, or wagon whatsoever, upon any park driveway 
or carriageway (excepting upon park business) on any park. 

12. To take any bird or bird's nest, any fish, frog, turtle, or 
other live animal of a wild nature from any park. 

13. To sleep or lie upon or overturn any seat upon any park. 

14. To deface or injure any notice placed by the Park Com- 
missioners upon any park ; or to deface or injure this placard. 

The foregoing are in addition to such prohibitions and penalties 
as are provided by the laws of this state and the ordinances of this 
city.

General Statutes, 1888. 

Sec. X425. Every person who shall injure or destroy any tree 
growing on any public square or grounds^ without the consent of 
the city, borough, or town where the same is situated, or shall wil- 
fully injure the fences or herbage of any such public square or 
grounds, shall be fined not more than fifty dollars. 

Sec. 1426. Every person who shall wilfully injure any statue, 
monument, chair, or other seat, or any lamp or lamp post, con- 
structed or being in any highway, public space, or park; or any 
railing or fence erected for public use, or inclosing any such space 
or park; or any walk or crossing for foot passengers; or any sewer, 
curbing, or paved gutter, shall be fined not less than ten, nor more 
than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not less than seven, nor more than 
thirty days, or both. 

Act of 1895, Ch. LXVIIL 

[This Act simply erases the words, *' less than ten, nor," and 
the words, ** less than seven, nor," from the Section 1426, quoted 
above.] 

General Statutes. 

Sec. 132. Any town may lay out, inclose, and improve any 
lands belonging to it, not in any incorporated city, for a public 
square or common; and may purchase any land within its limits for 
"that purpose. 

Act of 1897, Ch. LIL 

Section i. No barbed wire shall be used in the construction 
of fences, or retained upon existing fences, connected with or en- 
closing the grounds of any public school, or other public building, 
public park, or cemetery in this state. 

Sec. 2. Any person who shall violate the provisions of this 
Act shall be fined not more than one hundred dollars.
